The debris of a tornado barrage 
covered parts of a six-state area 
today. 
At least l l persons were report­ 
ed dead in the wake of the week­ 
end weather fury and scores more 
were injured. 
Property damage 
ran into the millions of dollars. 
Weather officials said a cold 
front racing across the Midwest ap­ 
parently was chasing out the threat 
of more twisters today and drop­ 
ping temperatures. 
But the East 
baked in a muggy heat wave. 
The tornado onslaught began on 
Saturday night, killing six persons j 
on the outskirts of Cleveland, Ohio, 
three in Flint, Mich., and one at j 
Ithaca, Mich. 
The Red Cross re 
ported a total of 17 deaths, includ­ 
ing two more in Michigan, but au­ 
thorities said these could not be 
confirmed. 
An lith weather fatality was re 
corded when Ronald Saverko, 16, 
of Boardman, Ohio was swept into

Hospital Costs Climb 
i 
Editorial 
By KENNETH O. GILMORE 
Hie financial headache of main- i 
taining adequate hospital service * 
across the country now promises j 
to be chronic. 
For an authority 
warns that we can expect hospital j 
costs to rise about five per cent 
annually for a number of years. 
That is the prediction of Ray j 
E. Brown, president of the Amer­ 
ican Hospital Association, who re­ 
cently completed a study of hos­ 
pital costs and services during the 
period 1948-1954 
Two sets of figures he has com­ 
piled vividly illustrate the expen 
sive outlook. 
“The average cost per patient 
for all khort-term. general hospit­ 
als in the U. S. during 1946 was 
$9.39,” says Dr. Brown in an ar­ 
ticle from the journal of the Amer­ 
ican Hospital 
Association. 
“By 
1954 this cost has risen to $21.76. 
an increase of 132 per cent.” 
This skyrocketing cost essential­ 
ly is sparked by the fact that hos­ 
pitals are personal service institu­ 
tions, according to Dr. Brown. 
It 
takes a lot more money to hire 
people these days, he says. 
“Over the years ahead, as the j 
-general labor force continues to 
teeeive its rightful share of the 
proceeds from increased produc­ 
tivity, hospitals will be compelled 
to give equal increases in salary 
wRnout comparable benefits from 
increased productivity,” he notes. 
Lack of competition for female 
help before World War II kept hos­ 
pital wage scales low in those 
times. 
Now women, who make 
*0 per Cent Of the average hos- 
’a work force, are in much 
demand and their salaries j 
upgraded to meet the go- 
wage rates of industry. 
. Brown further states that 
between 1946 and 1954 the num­ 
ber of persons admitted to hos­ 
pitals jumped from 10.3 to 12.6 out 
of each one hundred of the coun­ 
try's population. 
He feels these statistics give evi­ 
dence that the time has not ar 
rived when “the public’s ability 
to secure adequate hospital care 
is endangered 
by the mounting 
costs of that care.” 
This 
is encouraging. 
Yet 
it 
should not be concluded that every 
American is able to afford hos­ 
pital care. And if rates were low- j 
er there is no telling how many 
persons would seek hospitalization. 
Certainly a close watch must 
be kept to make sure hospital 
Costs do not go beyond the reach 
of the majority of citizens. 
At the same time Dr 
Brown 
urges the public, as wc do, io try 
¿nd understand the reasons for j 
hospital expenses and the need for ! 
judicious use of their services.

Ike’s political advisers view such 
an invitation as a m aster stroke 
comparable 
to his 
famous 
an­ 
nouncement that if elected Presi­ 
dent he would go to Korea. 
The 
presence of Zhukov, his old Army 
buddy, and Marshal Konev would 
cause millions of voters to think 
twice 
before 
voting 
against a 
President who is able to talk on a 
first-name basis with Russia’s top 
military leaders. 
The American people have fore­ 
most on their minds the question 
of peace, according to these politi­ 
cal 
advisers, 
and 
such a visit 
would seem a guarantee of peace. 
Ike’s 
foreign - policy 
experts, 
however, are opposed. 
His mili­ 
tary advisers also 
are dubious. 
They fear such an invitation would 
lull the West to sleep; make it dif­ 
ficult to get sufficient military ap­ 
propriations 
for defense 
by 
en­ 
couraging 
the 
belief 
that the 
Kremlin leaders are reasonable, 
peaceful men. 
Odds are, however, that Zhu­ 
kov and probably Konev will be 
invited to come to the U. S. A. 
around September. 


WHITE DEFENDER 


Southern bitterness over segre­ 
gation has reached such intensity 
that few white Southerners with 
political 
influence 
have 
dared 
buck that bitterness. 
One 
exception 
is the former 
governor of Louisiana, Jam es A. 
Noe, who almost got into a fist 
fight in his home town, Monroe, 
when White Citizens Councils be­ 
gan disenfranchising between 4,000 
and 4,500 Negroes. 
They did this by claiming Ne­ 
gro voters had received help 
in 
making 
out 
their 
registration 
cards, 
especially 
in interpreting 
portions of the Constitution. 
This aroused the dander of ox- 
Governor Noe. 
Going down to the 
parish registrar of voters. Mrs. 
Mae 
Lucky, 
he 
challenged the 
right of the vote challengers to ; 
take Negro voters off the registra- j 
tion rolls. 
“Let me see my card,” he said. 
“ I didn’t have my glasses the day j 
I filled out my card, and I’m not 
sure I did it unassisted.” 
Noe. claimed that any citizen

who challenged a Negro’s right to 
vote had to show evidence of a 
thorough investigation before the 
Negro could 
be disenfranchised. 
He demanded that the Louisiana 
attorney 
general 
send 
a repre­ 
sentative to Monroe to protect the 
rights of all citizens. 
Arriving in Monroe, as a result, 
came Special Assistant Attorney 
General William M. Shaw. 
“Are 
you 
a 
m em ber of the 
White Citizen’s Council?” asked 
Noe. 
“ Yes,” replied Shaw. 
“ Are you,” Shaw countered, “ a 
m em ber of the NAACP?” 
At this, the big, bulky ex-gover­ 
nor of Louisiana hauled his 230 
pounds around the table and al­ 
most let fly at Shaw. 
After some 
tense moments, calm was restor­ 
ed. 
However, when several hun­ 
dred Negroes tried to get baek 
their 
voting 
rights, 
they were 
kicked out of the 
courthouse by 
the sheriff and told that only 20 
Negroes per day could examine 
their registration cards. 
Since the elections are only two 
weeks off, this will 
perm it only 
about 240 Negroes to attem pt re­ 
instatem ent. 
In the interim, Ne­ 
groes are holding prayer meetings 
praying 
that their right to vote 
may be restored. 


BUTTER SCANDAL 


A brand new cheese and butter 
scandal is being quietly unfolded 
by Rep. L. H. Fountain of North 
Carolina 
and 
once 
again 
it 
looks like farm ers were left hold­ 
ing the bag. As usual, food manu­ 
facturers got away with thousands 
of dollars in windfall profits. 
The deal hinges on Secretary 
Benson’s hiking of farm price sup­ 
ports on April 18, two days after 
Ike killed 90 per cent supports by 
vetoing the farm bill. 
By Benson’s action, 
the price 
paid cheese m anufacturers by the 


Commodity 
Credit 
Corporation 
was 
raised 
one cent 
a pound, 
while butter went up two cents a 
pound. The purpose: to aid farm ­ 
ers by making it possible for man­ 
ufacturers to pay them more for 
milk and butterfat. 
However, Benson made the in­ 
creased prices retroactive to April 
1. 
This 
made the new 
support 
levels applicable to all cheese and 
butter produced during the first 
half of April, which was still lying 
around in manufacturers’ 
ware­ 
houses as of April 18. 
Why Benson did this is a mys­ 
tery, since not a penny of the ret­ 
roactive payments to cheese and 
butter manufacturers could possi- 
biv benefit a farmer who had sold 
his milk to a manufacturer prior 
to 
April 18. 
For the 
manufac­ 
turer, on the other hand, the re­ 
troactive payments meant a prof­ 
itable windfall. 
Whether the big butter manufac­ 
turers 
had 
any advance 
know­ 
ledge 
of this 
price increase is 
something which 
Rep. Fountain 
wants to investigate. 
He is sus­ 
picious of the fact that for two 
weeks 
preceding 
Benson’s April 
18 
announcement, 
butter 
men 
were selling butter to the Com­ 
modity Credit Corporation at the 
snail-like 
rate 
of only 600.000 
pounds a day. 
Then on April 23, right after the 
price-rise 
announcement, 
they 
dumped butter on Mr. Benson to 
the tune of 4,300,000 pounds in one 
day. The two-cent increase is ret­ 
roactive for all butter produced 
after April 1 and not sold to the 
CCC.

Social Security 


Benefits Payable 
When Worker Dies 


If a worker in your family dies, 
ask if survivors benefits are pay 
able. 
E. Bishop Hill, district man­ 
ager of the Harrisburg social se­ 
curity district office, states that 
each year there arc some benefits 
that are not claimed by the sur­ 
vivors of insured workers. 
This i 
is particularly true when the do 
ceased worker is a female or w hen j 
a male worker is not survived by 
a widow or close relative. 
The Social Security Act provides 
that a lump-sum death payment 
can be made in every case if the 
worker was insured at the time of 
his death 
An Application for this 
payment must be filed within two 
years after the wage earner's death 
The lump sum death payment is 
paid 
to 
the 
w orkers 
surviving 
spouse, provided they were living 
together at th** time of the work 
e r’s death, 
lf there is no surviv­ 
ing spose, then it is payable as re 
imbursement to the person or |K*r 
sons that paid the deceased work 
er's burial expenses 
In addition to the lump sum 
death payment, monthly benefits 
may be payable to the deceased 
wage earner’s children under 18 
years of age; and to his widow re 
garbless of her age, ii she has min 
or children of the wage earner 
i i i 
her care. 
When the last child 
reaches age 18, if the widow is 
still under 65 years of age, her 
benefit is stopped 
to be resumed 
w’hen she becomes 65, provided she 
has not remarried. 
Under some 
conditions, monthly payments are 
possible to dependent widowers, at 
age 65.
